Last Year, Despite Depression 


Enrollment at Emory University 
for the fall quarter is practically the 
same as last fall with 1,073 _ regis- 
tered, despite economic conditions, 
which were expected to deplete the 
number of students, according to an- 
nouncement from J. G. Stipe, regis- 
trar,. 

Total enrollment last fall was 
1,095. A few late registrations are 
expected this week, and the final 


number will be very little less than 
last year, and considerably more than 
1929, which was supposed to be a 
boom year, officials said. 

The enrollment includes the college 
of arts and sciences, school of busi- 
ness administration, graduate school. 
and the medical, law, theology and 
library schools. 

Reports from the Emory junior col- 
leges at Valdosta and Oxford indi- 
cate that the enrollments there will 
be in excess of last year’s, meaning 
that the total registration in all 
branches of the university will proba- 
bly show no loss at all. 

The freshman class on the main 
campus numbers only 194 this term, 
as against a total of 220 for last 
year. 

Thirty states are represented in the 
student body, a larger number, it is 
understood, than in  affy 
year. Georgia leads with 760 students, 
365 of whom are from Atlanta. Ala- 
bama is second with 65, Florida third 
with 50, and Mississippi, Tennessee, 
Virginia, North Carolina and South 

Carolina follow in order.

Often the meat is main- 
or preserved, even canned, 
that is even worse than 
fresh meat, so far as furnishing vita- 
mins is concerned. 

There must be a reasonable propor- 
tion of fresh vegetables and greens, 
fresh milk and fresh eggs, butter and 
fresh fruit in the diet to prevent pel- 
lagra. 

In Robeson county, North Carolina, 
an investment company has a project 
which will contribute much toward the 
prevention of pellagra. The company 
operates 12.000 acres of farm land 
there and in Scotland county, with 
300 tenant families. This year each of 
the tenant families is required to have 
a first-class garden: one-fourth acre 
of garden for a one-horse family; ene- 
half acre if the family operates two 
horses. Any tenant who fails to ecul- 
tivate his garden in first-class order is 
required in his. contract to vacate the 
premises. Next year the company ex- 
pects to compel every tenant family 
to keep pigs and poultry. 

One landowner down there said he 
could not persuade a certain tenant 
family to cultivate a garden or to keep 
a cow. They considered that too much 
trouble and preferred to go to the vil- 
lage each week and buy white flour, 
meat and molasses, on which they be- 
lieved they could subsist well enough. 
All the family soon showed the ray- 
ages of pellagra.

Would Abandon Gold Standard. 

Asked how, in his opinion, this 
situation could be remedied, Dr. Stern-| 
Rubarth replied: 

“IT and many European economists, 
specially those in Germany, consider 
it as simple superstition to cling to: 
gold as the one and only measure in) 
a modern economic life which has | 
entirely transformed all its activities 
but still continues to measure its 


| production and its riches by the same 


scale which was used by Nebuchad- 
nezzar and by Rameses. 

“You will donbtless think my views 
mvre fantastic than ever, when 1 ven- 
ture to assert that if Great Britain 
is ever able to pocket her pound ster- 
ling pride, she will go off the gold 
standard. If and when this happens, 
there will off course be a drop in 
sterling. It will go to $4 and per- 
haps as low as three. If England. 
pegs it at $3.85, this will mean not 
only activity in her manufactories but 
will automatically set up a tariff 
equivalent to ‘about 25 per cent. Prices 
will go up, but with an ordered 
handling of the situation there will 
be no danger-point inflation. 

“In short, Great Britain would then 
have a stable currency for interior 
use. Here in Germany we have seen 
it is possible, for the interior use, 
to create money of full value with- 
out any gold basis—I refer to our 
rentenmark of 1923. 

“I, personally, do not see why the 
same or a similar system could not 
be adopted internationally, provided 
the nations suffering under the pres- 
ent conditions came te an agreement 
about the free circulation of such 
bank notes between themselves; pro- 
vided, furthermore, that the emission 
of such bank notes is strictly re- 
strained to the normal necessities of 
cireulation, and that eventually an in- 
ternational guaranty-bank, set up be- 
tween such nations, controls their 
emission and undertakes the settle- 
ment between the various capitals by 
means of certificates of deposit in- 
stead of the handling of real gold.’ 

How America Would Lose Out. 

“In what way would the United 
States, with its vast gold , holdings, 
be affected by such a currency plan 
as you have outlined?” I asked. 

“The United States would be most 
seriously affected,” replied Dr. Stern-| 
Rubarth. “For instance, you would 
discover one day that notwithstanding 
the fact that you have more money 
than currency and that you can cover 
every single bank note of your federal 
reserve bank with real gold, you would 
be absolutely without influence and 
unable to interfere in European eco- 
nomical affairs. And you would lose 
your dominant position in financial 
questions, at least with such a group 
of nations that adopted a new stand- 
ard of currency along the lines I 
have outlined.” 

“On what would such a currency 
be based?” Dr. Stern-Rubarth was 
asked. He replied: , 

“Whether such currency will be 
based upon purely mathematical unt- 
ties such as the value of an hour of 
work or-of a square meter of soil 
or of a ton of coal or of the tax 
income on real estate or industries in 
a country, I do not undertake to say. 

“In any case, the United States 
would get, within a very short time, 
in payments of its loans, all the 
gold held by such countries as_have 
agreed on the new currency scheme. 
And perhaps France and America 
would be forced to use their gold for 
making door handles or ash trays or 


other similar articles. For with the

Neutralization of Gold Proposed. 
“And what,” I asked, “do you think 
should be done in order to avoid the 


‘necessity for a new currency plan 


such as you have outlined?” 

“Many intelligent economists and 
industrialists, such as Dr. Roselius. 
of Kaffee Hag, Bremen, and Dr. 
Berckemeyer, president of the Upper 


Silesian Coke and Chemical Works, 


are publicly advocating a new and ap 
independent currency or something 
very similar to it, for Germany's in- 
terior use. There are others advocat- 
ing the enforcement, by regulated im- 
portation, of such means of payment 
in the case of foreign countries sellinz 
to Germany. 

“The latest financial and economic 
crisis due to the withdrawal of for- 
eign loans within a short period and 
the disturbance of the w of our 
economical life, not only by the re- 
striction of our capital but as much 
and even more by the influence on 
our currency and our Reichsbank, 
have taught us a lesson. I see but 
one way to avoid, sooner or later, 
the consequences I have depicted to 
you with reference to the gold situ- 
ation and the necessity for a combi- 
nation between countries whose finan- 
cial cupboards are bare of the yellow 
bullion—that one way is to put all 
the gold of the world out of the reach 
of national influence by handing it 
over to a neutral international bank- 
ing institution, This institution woald 
distribute it to each and every nation- 
al currency bank, not according to the 
state of the balance of payments, but 
exclusively according to the economic 
necessities and variations—influences 


of the season, general volume of trade 


and so on—of every country. 

“That would, of course, not work 
a complete salvation in the present 
crisis, but together with the abolition 
of customs and trade barriers between 
too small economical areas, as, for 
instance, in Europe; and with rea- 
sonable settlement of the question of 
public international debts it would 
contribete largely toward a recon- 
struction of self-regulating economic 
conditions which, otherwise, are bound 
to slip out of the hands of capitalism, 
individualism and those founda- 
tions of a secial system which we 
have cherished and developed during 
generations.” " 

Dr. Stern-Rubarth’s inions and 
proposal will not seem quite as amaz- 
ing to the reader as they did to me 
in Berlin six weeks ago. For one of 
his predictions—the abandonment of 
the gold standard by Great Britain 
has come true; and the “tight little 
island” is out of continen Europe 
for many years.

On the other hand, both Kosnofsky 
and Cox were voluble in their protes- 
tations of innocence—Cox, the cool, 
laughing type that indicated he real- 
ized he was “in a little jam,” but un- 
worried as to the ultimate outcome; 
and Kosnofsky, pale, frightened and 
with a perfect alibi for every move- 
ment on the night of the murder. 

It was the pale-faced Kosnofsky 
who was the first to “crack.” Sur- 
rounded by a semi-circle of grim de- 
tectives who fired questions at -him 
as he sat beneath the white garish 
rays of a high-powered electrie light 
at headquarters, biting his pallid lips 
while his dark, smoldering’ eves 
glanced furtively about the room, he 
signed a lengthy statement—a narra- 
tive in which his every move was coy- 
ered in a manner to prove he was not 
anywhere near the scene of the Ponce 
de Leon murder of September 21. In

Some 
farmers offer to pay 20 cents a hun- 
dred pounds and board the pickers 
free of charge. 

The cotton crop in Chattooga county 
probably will be one-third less than 
was estimated two months ago, due to 
the dry weather of the last two 
months. Much did: not come up until 
after the first of July and ‘the dry 
weather -has. prevented -this. cotton 
from maturing. It is said the Sep- 
tember. top. crop .hag been destroyed 
by the drouth, and consequently it is 
expected the crop will be cut fully 35 
per cent or more. 

The hay crop, said to be the best 
produced in the county in years, has 


been harvested under unusually favor- 
able conditions and the quality is very 
high. 

Late corn has been seriously dam- 
aged by dry weather, as have late 
sorghum, watermelons, turnips and all 
late vegetables. 

Chattooga county farmers this year 
have diversified more than ever be- 
fore. There probably are more 
canned fruits and vegetables in the 
county than at any time in the history 
of the county.

To Contract players bidding for 


Slams provides a tremendous thrill— 
much greater than is experienced in 
setting an opponent for the equiva- 
lent penalty score. This, I think, is 
quite natural, because the bidding and 
making of a Slam has in it the ele- 
ments of a real achievement. Inflict- 
ing a penalty, however severe, some- 
how for m Contract players lacks 
the allure of bidding and making 
their own contract, and particularly is 
this so when that contract is for a 
Slam.. This sychological factor, 
therefore, enters largely into Contract 
bidding and results in defeating many 
hands worth game but not worth 
Slam. The formula for safe Slam 
bidding is not at all difficult to un- 
derstand, and losses at this phase of 
the game would not be great if play- 
ers would use the honor-trick yard- 
stick to measure the Slam probabili- 
ties as accurately as they use the same 
means to determine game probabilities.

As the play of the 
diamond to the first lead gave 
inkling of a possible finessing situa- 
tion, a spade was discarded on ‘the 
third round of diamonds and then the 
Ace and King of hearts were led and 
a third heart was trumped. LEast’s 
hand can now be counted, and a8 
squeeze for the thirteenth trick can 
be made if East holds the spade King. 
North continued to lead trumps and 
East was squeezed. In order to pre- 
vent South's last heart from taking 
a trick he was compelled to retain 
one heart and one spade. At the 
twelfth trick the Declarer led the nine 
of spades which was won with the Ace 
in Dummy and the last spade returned 
to the Queen, East’s King having 
dropped on the twelfth trick.

Dictatorial Powers in. 
Moving Against Gougers 


LONDON, Oct. 1—4)—The Brit- 


-| ish government, a@ virtual dictatorship 


by reason of its new economy pow- 
ers, today put forward a bill to block 
profiteering. 

The bill, aimed at persons who make 
suspension of the gold standard the 
occasion for profiteering in food, 
passed its first reading in the house 
of commons. It provides penalties 
ranging up to three months’ imprison- 
ment and a fine of $500. 

Meanwhile, it was reported unoffi- 
cially tonight that the chief liberal 


members of the national government 
had decided to stand by Prime Min- 
ister Ramsay MacDonald, election or 
no election. 

Assuming the accuracy of this re- 
port, observers considered the pros- 
pect of an election before the month 
is over as having been greatly height- 
ened. 

The ministers concerned in the re- 
port are Lord Reading, fereign secre- 
tary; Sir Herbert Samuel, home sec- 
retary; Sir Archibald Sinclair, secre- 
tary for Scotland; Sir Donald Mac- 
Lean, president of the board of edu- 
‘eation, and Lord Lothian, chancellor 
of the duchy of Lancashire. Their de- 
cision was understood to have been 
made in Lancaster, acceding to. the 
wishes of their nominal leader, David 
Lioyd George, whose political future 
thus has become more than ever a 
subject of speculation. 


As in the days immediately before 
the formation of the national govern- 
ment, King George saw some of the 
political chiefs today. Lord Reading, 
Stanley Baldwin, conservative leader 
and president of the privy council, 
and Sir Austen Chamberlain, conser- 
vative and first lord of the admiralty, 
visited Buckingham palace at differ- 
ent times. Presumably they discussed 
the situation with his majesty. 

The call for Prime Minister Mac- 
Donald to make some definite an- 
nouncement regarding election plans 
has become more insistent in the press 
and elsewhere. Both those who want 
an election and those who do not want 
one urge that he relieve the present 
uncertainty.
